Mm boundary by suitable monuments to the time of its settlement in 
1WS. 

During this long period the oiVorls of It m agents of Mm British 
Government wove untiring to force Mint boundary to the south of its 
trim position, oiVorls in which they were finally partially successful, 
niui for which they were indebted not to Mm justice of t.lmir claim, but 
to a nnigiuiuimmm diHposition on tHo part of our Government (the 
consent of IMivtno having been reluctantly given) to yield Mm ldght for 
tlm Naim of a- peaceable settlement of a quasi ion which had boon long 
in dispule. 

Military a j id eomnmroial considerations, to which England has over 
been keenly allvn, indicated strongly Mm importance of Homo other 
mode of communicating with ImrOnnndinu possessions than is afforded 
by tlm navigation of limMiiinb bitwronco, which for half tlm year in 
obstructed by ice or dangerous. 

r rim Ashburton treaty gave them ho much of tlm valley of Urn 
Habit John as Ims enabled them bo open a line of communication over- 
land between Halifax aud Quebec, within their own territory, hub thin 
Ih very far from being such a communication as is demanded by (1m 
growing importance of Mm Canadas.

Wliilo that, fort loll before n powerful land at hick, an attack 
exacting much time and labor of preparation, ami I ho employment ol 
giuiH tif a caliber never before used lor broaching, it 1 m also Iruo Mint 
i lm heavy stjuinlnm cruising in those waters for immMiM past, that has 
bdely given such brilliant proofs of its power and energy, and of tlm 
jtPUHy hy which if* in directed, some of Hie vessels of which are 
itrmccl with 1 ho largest guns I hat lmvo over been used a 11 oat, nmdo 
no attempt to pass the fort, and did not engage ds dees at all, hut 
waited passive for its reduction by a difTnrimt ami (ho only legitimate 
pI'OCCHH. 

Local eircimistnuces may, though rarely, permit a fovinidahlo prep- 
aration of »t mom purely naval character; that is to nay, a. large army 
of mortar- boats to act- hy bombardment upon sen-coast formications. 
Against this soil of attach the garrison must bo sheltered and the guns 
covered hy bomhpmotk When those am properly prepared, with 
dimensions proportioned In Iho projectiles to which ("hey are to ho 
exposed, the pains can he preserved uninjured, ami the garrisons in 
condition to serve them, ready for the time when the vessels shall 
approach. The whole scope of Urn of the fort must he freed from 
trees and whatever will hide or screen the iitluokiug force, and the 
vessels, hold in open sight., must he plied not only with stmt, hilt, also 
with large shells from the mortars of the fort. 

These general views being premised, it may now be considered how 
far the changes now making in ordnance mid projectiles, and in naval 
warfare, require corresponding changes to he made hi our forts and 
other menus of land defense. 

Artillery has been greatly increased in siw, and its enlarged pro- 
jectiles have longer ranges, increased neettmoy, and greater penetra- 
tion. It lias become much more formidable, hut it has no now quality 
added to it. [Is old finalities are greatly improved. Verts must lie 
made capable of resisting ships possessing those formidable guns. 
Ships, however, will henceforth Im exposed to like formidable ordnance 
in the forts, it docs not appear that the use of larger guns on both 
sides works to the exclusive advantage of ships. Ships, however, emu 
he heavily clad with iron; Imt to this defensive provision there is a 
limit soon to ho ranched, if it be not. already attained. The armor- 
clad yohhoI must, he aide to hear the shock of the waves, to receive all 
her supplies, to steer, to navigate, and to outer slmllow water. If u 
vessel cun he constructed capable of these things, while at the same 
timesho is absolutely shotproof, our con Adeline in fortifications might 
ho gravely shaken. Hut already it. Is stum, ns the result of experiments 
both here and abroad, that iron plates six and eight inches thick, 
nearly it' not quite the limit of thickness that a vessel can carry, are 
broken — ruined —by our ordinary large guns— guns no larger than are 
now common in service use. At the hiuuo time it is perfectly plain 
that there is no limit of this kind whatever to the thickness of t he 
iron, pinion with which our forts maybe covered whenever, if over, 
it shall becomo necessary to resort to armor for thorn. JJut, further, 
guns aro now being prepared capable of throwing a projectile Ihreo or 
four or more times ns large us those (bat are now in use. There is

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disposition to bear arms — something of conrso essential, in order to 
lay the basis for wise and stoady action. A fortnight ago lie sent me 
a letter by James Cushman, a colored man, saying the bearer was 
authorized to enlist 100 men on Ladies and Saint Helena and desired 
my co-operation, which I at onco gave. Cashman was gotting recruits, 
arid had got. perhaps twenty-live or ii fty. I gavo him a circular letter 
to the superintendents, requesting them to encourage all persons dis- 
posed to onlist, however important to the plantations. That original 
plan of General Hunter I agreed ’with, and I as much disagree with 
his last. 

General Hunter has boon evidently acting in this matter upon cer- 
tain notions of iris own which lie has been revolving in his mind, rather 
than upon any observation of his own or the testimony of others as to 
tim feelings and dispositions of tlieso people, which was of course the 
first tiling to bo considered. As a general rule they aro extremely 
averse to bearing arms in this contest. They have great fear of white 
men, natural enough in those who have never been allowed any rights 
against, them, and dread danger and death. They are to be brought 
out of this unmanlincKs with great caution and tact, and the proceed- 
ings of to-day, managed as they have been with a singular forgotful- 
ncss of their disposition, will only increase their avorsion to military 
sorvico. 

I now come to the scenes of to-day, which liavo beon distressing 
enough to those who witnessed them. Somo 600 men woro hurried 
during the day from Ladies and Saint Helena to Beaufort, taken over 
in flats and then carried to Ilillon Head in the Mattano. The negroes 
woro sad enough, and those who had charge of them were sadder still. 
The superintendents assure me thoy never had such a day before; that 
thoy feel. unmanned for their duties, and as if their work had been 
undone, Thoy liavo industriously, as subordination required, aided 
the military in the disagreeable affair, disavowing the act. Somotimos 
whole plantations, learning what was going on, ran off to tho woods for 
refuge. Others, with no moans of escapo, submitted passively to the 
inevitable docroo. 

To-morrow I shall ad dross Gonoral Hunter with a moro full descrip- 
tion, and I will herewith soud a copy of the letter;* also inclosing the 
testimony of some superintendents, and to tho letter and testimony I 
ask your attention. The misohiof dono cannot easily bo remedied. 
Tho return of these pooplo will not romovo it. Tho aiming of these 
negroos by entirely voluntary enlistments is well, but this modo of 
violent seizure anti transportation oven to Hilton Hoad alone, spread- 
ing dismay and fright, is repugnant. It should not ho done with 
white men, least of all with blacks, who do not yet understand us, for 
whoso benefit tho war is not professed to ho carried on, and who are 
still without a Government solemnly and publicly pledged to their 
protection. I have boon full in my roport on this matter, as General 
Saxton, not j'ot arrived, may not havo boon provided with power and 
instnictions to moot this difficulty. Tho subtraction of so large a field 
force leavos but a few moro than aro nocossary to cultivate the pro- 
vision crop. What shall bo dono with tlio 6,000 aoros of cotton 
planted, most of which is up and growing ?

T could not, without having received (obtain od) tho orders of tho 
Government of tho King, participate in any manner in an investiga- 
tion which would tend to investigate that which I could not put in 
doubt — tho good faith of tho agent of tho house of Hope & Co., the 
moral impossibility that that honorable liouso should lend itself to any 
culpablo underplot, the good faith of the consul of tho Netherlands. 

Qui Lib ct, prcesumilur juslus, donee probalur conlrarium (everyone is 
to bo presumed honest until tho contrary is proven), saith the ancient 
and universal rulo of jusiico, and this rule is truo especially when it 
applies to persons such as those as aro in question here. 

Consequently, while awaiting the orders of tho Govornmontof the 
King, I rosorvo all tho rights and all tho demands (claims) which may 
be based, either by tho i loyal Government or by the Netherlands con- 
sul or by individuals, upon tho soizuro of values, titles, or papers 
deposited at the consulate of tho Nothorlands at Now Orleans, and 
moi'o especially upon tho roprolionsiblo and consured manner in which 
this soizuro has boon made. But if on tho ono hand, Mr. Secretary 
of State, I must reserve, in their onlironess, all tho demands which 
the Government of tho King, tho consul of tho Netherlands, and the 
persons interested might horoaflor havo to sustain, on tho other 
hand I am happy to givo you tho assurance that the Government of 
tho King, upon an cvonUml representation on your part against the 
conduct of tho consul at Now. (Moans, will recei ve it with all tho con- 
sideration and will right it with all tho promptness which the excel- 
lent relations which for so many years have existed between the two 
countries may lead to expect from tho Government of tho august sov- 
ereign who maintains, and will ovor maintain, tho motto, JusUtia 
regnorum fundamentum (Justico is llio foundation of kingdoms). 

I have tho lienor, Mr. Secretary of State, to roquosbyouto bo pleased, 
at an early day, to acknowledge tho receipt of this nolo from me, and 
I avail myself of this now opportunity to roilorate to you tho assur- 
ances of my high consideration.

Tho return of tho Citizens’ Bank to General Orders, Ko. 40, has been 
carefully examinod and tho various claims set np by the bank to the 
funds iu its hands weighed. 

Tho report finds that thoro is to tho credit of the Confederate 
States $210,090.94, This of course is due in pm’senti from tho bank. 
The hank claims that it holds an equal amount of Confederate Treasury 
notes and desires to set oif those notes against tho amount so due and 
payable. This cannot ho permitted. Many answers might he sug- 
gested to tho claim; one or two are sufficient. Confederate Slates 
Treasury notes aro not duo till six months after tho conclusion of a 
treaty of poaco between the Confederate States and the United. States. 
When that time comes it will bo in season to set oil such claims. 
Again, tlio United States being entitled to tho credits duo the Con- 
federate Stales in tho bank, that amount must ho paid in money or 
valuable property. I cannot ro cognize tho Confederate notes as 
eitlior money or property. Tho bank having done so, by receiving 
them, issuing their banking upon thorn, loaning upon them, thus 
giving them orodit to tho injury of the United Stales, is estopped to 
deny their value. 

The “tin box” belonging to an officer of the supposed Confederate 
States, being a special deposit, will bo turned over in bulk, whether 
its contents aro more or less valuable. 

The bank is responsible only for safe custody. Tho several deposits 
of the officers of tlio supposed Con federate States were received in 
tho usual course of business, wore doubtless, some of them, perhaps 
largely, received in Confederate notes, but for tho reason above 
stated can only bo paid to tho United States in its own constitutional 
currency. 

Those aro in no sonso of language “special deposits.” They were 
held in general account, wont into the funds of the banks, were paid 
out in the discounts of tho hanks, and if called upon to-day for the 
identical notes put into the bank, which is the only idea of a special 
deposit, the banks wonld ho utterly uuablo to produce them. 

As well might my private banker, with whom I have deposited my 
neighbor’s check or draft, as money, which has been received as 
money and paid out as money, months afterward, when my neigh- 
bor has become bankrupt, to buy up other of his chocks and drafts 
at a discount and pay them to me, instead of money, upon the ground 
that I had made a special deposit. 

The respectability of tlio source from which this claim of tho bank 
proceeds alone saves it from ridicule. 

The United States can in no form recognize any of the sequestra- 
tions or confiscation of the supposed Confederate States, therefore 
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t.ho accounts with tho Bank of Kentucky will hi' made up and all i|« 
jn’opoi’ty Avill bo paid over and doiivorod as if Hindi ill tom plod con* 
liscfttion had never boon xnado. 

Tho result is, therefore, upon the showing of Mm bunk by ils return, 
that thoro is duo and payable to the (Joufodomlo Stales, and (lun-o, 
foro now to bo paid to the United Staten, the Minus following:

1 A longer time than was anticipated lias been occupied in the dis- 
charge of our duties.

Boston, Mass., Auymt. <9, ISOS, 
TJio President or the United States: 

Sir : X lift vo this week visitod our Massachusetts camps. Out Thirty- 
tliiwl ftiul Thirty-fourth Itogimonts are full to miixiinum. As out 
• Massaehiisolts rogimonts always march from tlio State armed and 
fully equipped, and as their first monthly pay and $25 is payable by 
the United States before regiments loavo, several days aro noodod 
more than if more mass of men wore sont with imporfoct armament 
and equipments. They will start Tuesday and Wednesday, flank com- 
panies attached, making each regiment moro than 1 , 200 strong. Tlioro 
aro 1,200 more men in oilo camp, and 1,000 moro dividod between two 
others. Tho time of many moro authorized companies matures 
betwcon 10th and Lfitli instant, when, if not comploto, wo merge them. 
Thus by 15th material of four moro volunloor regiments will bo in 
camp, which can march this month. One battory is full, awaiting 
armament; shall raise another forthwith. Ilavo repressed now volun- 
teer corps beyond aggregate of 7,000 mon, and encouraged balanco 
voluntoors’ quota to 1111 our old rogimonts, recruitment for which goos 
constantly on, I sont by mail last night to General O, P. Bucking- 
ham copy of Massachusetts militia laws and remarks, If you will 
call on mo by requisition for our quota of militia for nino-monllis’ 
duty immediately, asking for so many regiments, wo can answer tho 
call in great part without draft by sending militia rogimonts already 
organized and being lllled up and by recruiting others. Tho iron is 
hot; striko quick. Drafting is mechanical. The impulse of patriotism 
is vital and dynamic. Call for our Boston Militia Brigade under its 
general, Davis, a oompolont officer, as part of Massachusetts militia 
quota, communicating to us at same time number of militia rogimonts 
required for our wliolo quota. His brigade includes four rogimonts 
infantry, all of which if called for now for nino months can bo filled 
to maximum, and march by 1st of September. Exclude tho arlillory 
and cavalry of brigado if you desire only infantry, T will bogin a six 
days’ encampment under Stato laws noxfc Wednesday if requisition is 
made for brigado. This oncampmout can bo continued right on till 
brigade is roady to march to war, Davis’ military capacity is unques- 
tioned'. I iiavo twico offered eolonoloios of volunteers, All loading 
merchants lioro have signed agreement that their employes who enlist 
shall resume their employment when returned. I am confident of 
getting more voluntoors and militia this mouth by enlistments and by 
wheeling militiamen into line than by conscription in some timo. 
Meanwhile will bo preparing machinery for Dio draft. Our qiooplo 
want nothing to spur them but assurance from Washington that 
enemy shall bo conquered and right vindicated at all hazards by ali 
means. They will go if tho (lag may but advance with all tho princi- 
ples it symbolizes. Tho enemy has spurned constitutional rights and 
choson belligerents’ rights, Lot thorn havo one or tho other, but not 
both. They having elected tlio latter, lot us givo thorn full measure. 
Give thorn tho grand inspiration of duty to country, human nature, 
and God, and the people aro horoie, invincible, and always ready.

That portion which requires that two companies shall bo 
permanently detached from tho battalion as skirmishers will bo 
suspended. 

Second. In titlo first, article first, the following will bo substituted 
for paragraph six, viz : 

A regiment is composed of ton companies, which will bo habitually 
posted from right to left in tho following ordor : First, sixth, fourth, 
ninth, third, eighth, fifth, tenth, seventh, socond, according to tho 
rank of captains.

I. So much of General Orders, No, 61, curront sorios, as rolatos'tO 
the extension of sick-leaves of absence is lioreby rovokod, and iio 
applications for such extensions need hereafter bo made. Tho order 
o the President dated .Tniv 81, (General Orders, No. 92) fully oxplains 



what may bo considered a good cause for absence. Surgeon’s certifi- 
cates of disability, required by existing orders and regulations, must 
bo fonvarded not only to the Adjutant-General of the Army, but also 
to the command or of the regiment, or, in case of a staff oilicer, to his 
commanding general, 

II. Officers absent from duty without leave or beyond tlio time of 
their leaves will not be allowed to draw pay until a court or commis- 
sion, which will bo ordered on their return to their post or command, 
shall determine whether there was sufficient cause for their absence. 
They will accordingly provide themselves with a full description of 
the naturoand cause of their disability, certified by the proper medical 
authority, as required by existing orders and regulations. 

III. Officers of volunteers who are absent from duty ou account of 
dlsea.se contracted before they entered service will be immediately 
mustered out. Those who have been absent for more than sixty days 
on account of wounds or disease contracted in the line of their duty, 
ancl who are still unable to return to duty, will bo reported to the 
Acljutant-Genoral of the Army for discharge, in order that their places 
may be filled by others fit for field service. For this class of officers 
Congress lias provided pensions. 

IV. Apffiications for pensions must be made to the Commissioner 
of Pensions, who is the judge of the sufficiency of evidence in support 
of such claims, and who furnishes the forms and regulations rolating 
thereto. 

V. Whon an officer returns to his command after having ovorstaid 
his leave of absonco ho may bo tried by a court-martial for this as a 
military offense, or a commission may bo appointed by the command- 
ing officer of his division, army corps, or army, as the case maybe, to 
investigate his case and to determine whether or not lio was absent 
from proper causo; and if there should bo found to be such proper 
cause he will bo entitled to pay during such absence. The proceedings 
of such commission will be sent to the Adjutant-Genoral of tlio Army 
for the approval of the Secretary of War. Such commissions will 
consist of not less than three nor over five commissioned officers. 


VI. Where troops are serving in an army corps or an army no 
leaves of absence will be granted on the certificate of a regimental or 
brigade surgeon till the same has been approved^ by the medical 
director of such army eorj>s or army; and no medical diroctorwill 
indorse any certificate until ho has made a personal examination of 
tlio ap£ilicant, or received a favorable report from a medical officer 
appointed by him to make such personal examination, And if upon 
sncli personal examination it be found that the certificate of disability 
was given without proper cause, tlio name of the medical officer giving 
it will be reported to the Adjutant-General of the Army in order that 
lie may be dismissed from the service. 

VII. Where officers are not serving in a division, army corps, or 
separate army applications for leaves may be made to the Adjutant- 
General of the Army, but, oxcept in very extraordinary cases, no 
leave of absonco will bo granted unless the application be accompanied 
by a certificate of tlio same character as that prescribed in General 


Orders, No. 61. 

VIII. In all cases of personal application for leaves of absence made 
fco the War Department the applicant will be examined by a medical 
officer assigned to that duty in this city.

I am very much embarrassed as to the disposition of our now levies. 
Our iivo regiments under first call are ordered into camp for Monday 
next. Por this 5,000 men there are but 3,000 blankets provided and 
no shirts. Besides the above we have at least six or seven regiments 
full and ready for camp as soon as the temporary barracks are pre- 
pared ; but there are no blankets or clothing of any kind, nor any 
quartermaster’s stores whatever, for these troops. What shall wo do 
with these troops? Are you able to furnish us with blankets, and 
when? Ploase advise me as fully as possible immediately. I havo 
written and telegraphed Quartermaster- General Meigs relativo to 
appointment of N. B. Vandyke U. S. quartermaster. A new appointee 
from civil life has arrived here, entirely unacquainted with tlio busi- 
ness, and thus, so far from aiding, really embarrasses us. Please 
refer to my communication to him on this subject and reply as soon 
as possible.

Dear Sir : I would be glad to have your aid as a special commis- 
sioner of this Department in relation to recruiting to fill up tlio old 
regiments from the State of New York. The period having expired 
to which the payment by the Government of bounty and one month’s 
advance pa y was limited, it is the desire of the Department to continue 
these payments to recruits for the old regiments. A list of the old 
regiments from New York showing the deficiency to be supplied 
according to the last official returns in the Adjutant-Goiioral’s Office is 
herewith furnished you.* It is not absolutely accurate, because some 
of the deficiency is no doubt to be accounted for by persons absent 
by leave, who have gone back to the ranks since the date of the return, 
but it will prove an approximate basis of estimate. Absolute accuracy 
cannot be had, as from various causes the number fluctuates at each 
roll-call. 

You are fully aware of the importance of filling up the ranks of Dig 
old regiments, and now that the Government bounty is stopped as to 
the new regiments and continued as to the old regiments, an induce- 
ment will exist to go into the ranks of the latter, I would be glad to 
have you visit Albany and confer with the Governor and State military 
authorities, and upon conference with them report to mo what plan of 
operations will bo best adapted for the immediate filling up of the 
regiments. In some instances officers of the Army have been detailed 
to recruit their regiments. The first great object is to have combined 
and conceited action on this subject, so that there shall be no con- 
fusion or conflict between those who are engaged in the operation. 
To that end, as speedily as possible, a list of Die officers engaged in 
recruiting will be made out and directions given to conform to such 
general plan as may he adopted. The time for paying bounties for 
the recruits for old regiments has been limited to Die 1st day of Sep- 
tember, in hopes that the work might be accomplished within that 
period, but if necessity or the good of Die service should require, it 
can be extended for a short period. 

It is the desire of the Department in this, as in all other casos, to 
act in concert with the State authorities, and it therefore roquosts 
that a conference with them be had by you and report made boforo 
any specification is adopted. Until that time those general views, it 
is hoped, will be sufficient to guide your action in the premises.

Hon. Edwin M. Stanton, 

Secretary of War: 

Sir: The Thirteenth Regiment of Missouri Volunteers was formed 
at this place by the voluntary union of certain companies recruited 
in Ohio with certain other companies recruited in Missouri, with the 
agreement between those who were to hold tho field offices that Colonel 
Wright should be tho colonel of tho regiment and Lieutenant-Colonel 
St. Janies should lie the lieutenant-colonel of the regiment, and it was 
to have the designation of a Missouri regiment* Under this arrange- 
ment I commissioned tho officers of the regiment, and all appeared 
to move well until tho lieu tenant-colonel, St. Jamos, was killed at 
Shiloh. Then there was put in operation a schomo for filling all 
vacancies in the regiment by the appointment of officers from Ohio, 
and finally an order was obtained (how, I will not say) for turning 
over the whole regiment to the State of Ohio, and it has boon made 
to assume the designation of the Twenty-second Ohio, when tho 
original Ohio regiment of that number was disbanded for cowardice, 
Tho Missourians in the regiment are very much dissatisfied and are 
anxious to bo in service bearing the name of thou* Stato. Tlioir com- 
plaints are the more reasonable because the original formation of tho 
regiment and the combination of companies from different States 
was with the express understanding that tho whole body should bo 
known as the Thirteenth Missouri V olunteors. I liavo no spirit for this 
practice of grasping at fame for my own State which lias boen so fre- 
quently shown by Governors of other States, but I cannot quietly con- 
sont to have men of Missouri retained in a position to which they objoek 
and in which they are less likely to vendor good service, if I can help

My telegram of August 8 was written under a misapprehension of 
the Secretary's views. On the 9th I corrected it, but your inferences 
from the latter are wrong. No orders have been given for a draft to 
fill old regiments. It has been said that such an ord or would bo given ; 
that is all. Leave that matter, then, entirely out of sight in your pres- 
ent proceedings. If I were with you I could explain former tolograms, 
but cannot in a telegram. Setting them all aside, your quota of militia 
is 26,148, as stated heretofore. Your quota of 300,000 vohintoors is 
the same, making, 52,296. Deduct from this all volun Leers for three 
years, enlisted and mustered from July 2 to Septombor 1 for old and 
new regiments, and the remainder is the number to bo drafted. In 
reply to your other telegram, it is not understood here how the want of 
paymasters, money, and mustering officers can prevent the organiza- 
tion of regiments, as the companies should bo complete before their 
duties begin and may at once be formed into regiments. To furnish 
tents is simply impossible, but quartermasters will supply anything 
that the country affords for shelter. Every norvo is strained to obtain 
and furnish supplies, but your promptness in volunteering has out- 
stripped all the estimates of tho Department. The ontiro resources 
of the country are being used without stint to meet tho emergency, 
Your anxiety about it cannot excood that of this Department,

In organizing nine-months’ regiments we meet obstacles at every 
step which can bo remedied by a word . from you, but aro otherwise 
insurmountable. Captain Goodlmo, Eleventh Infantry, H. S. Army, 
TJ. S. mustering and disbursing officer hero, refuses to muster thorn 
into service, oithor men or o (fleers, until they present themselves 
for muster by regiments. Concerning this T telegraphed you yostor- 
day. To-day ho refuses to furnish transportation of nine-months’ 
militia rocruits to camp, and thore remains no way to got Ilium there 
unless they pay their faro out of their own moans. We have moro 
than 5,000 nine-months’ militia ready to go into service immediately, 
who havo abandoned their avocations, and ask only 1.o bo rocoived at 
once, but are repressed and discouraged by these refusals. Why 
cannot the regulations as to miislor and transportation of volunteors 
be applied also to militia? Why cannot mustering and disbursing 
officers bo appointed by you who will co-operate heartily in the recruit- 
ment instead of inventing obstacles ? If I wore capable of discourage- 
ment I should be almost discouraged by tho obstacles which block

f ORDER RESPECTING TRADE REGULATIONS. 

Tho attention of all officers and others connected with the Army of tlio United 
States is oallod to the regulations of the Secretary of tho Treasury concerning com- 
mercial intercourse with insurrectionary States, or sections, dated Anguot 28. 1802, 

J. Commandants of departments, districts, and posts will render all such military 
aid aB may become necessary in oarrymg out tho provisions of said regulations and 
enforcing observance thereof to tho extent directed by tho Seorotaiy of tho Treasury, 
so far as cau possibly be done without daugor to the operations or safety of thou* 
respective commands. 

II. There will be no interference with trade in or shipments of cotton, or other 
merchandise, conducted m pursuance of said regulations, within any territory occu- 
pied and controlled by the forces of the United States, unless absolutely nocossary 
to the successful execution of military plans or movements therein. J3ut in enaoa of 
the violation of the conditions of any clearance or permit granted undor said regu* 
latious, and in cases of unlawful traffic, the gnilty party or parties will bo arrostod 
and tho facts promptly reported to tho commandant of the department for ordors. 

III. No officer of the Army, or other person connected therewith, will echo oottou 
or other property of individuals unless exposed to destruction by tho enemy, or 
needed for military purposes, or for confiscation under the aot of Oongro88j and In 
all such oases of seizure the same shall bo promptly reported to tho commandant of 
the department wherein they are made for bis orders therein.

Reverdy Johnson, the commissioner of the TJnilod States, who was to 
settle the matter, to which we acceded. 

Last week we were interrogated by the Hon, Reverdy Johnson, who 
made a record of our answers. We communicated to him and gavo 
him copies of the letters addressed to our different bankors and to our 
house in relation to this transaction, and also as to its entry in our 
hooks; we added thereto a statement of facts, of which you will find 
inclosed a true copy. We went this morning to see Mr. Reverdy 
Johnson and to ask him for his decision, lie replied to us that ho 
had no authority to release this coin horo, but that immediately on 
his arrival at Washington he would make his report— a roport which, 
according to his own words, lie left us to infer would bo favorablo, 
Wo asked him at the same time why General Butler had prevented 
us from withdrawing this coin from the consulate, lie replied to us 
that he did not know. 

Such are the facts, Mr, Consul, which we take tho liberty to relate 
to you, asking the favor of you to have tho goodnoss to submit them 
to the ambassador of Franco at Washington, 

We protest in the most solemn manner against any insinuation or 
suspicion whatever which should tend to have tho Government of tho 
United States to suppose that this coin is destinod to any otlior object 
than tho one of covering the drafts which we have drawn to meet it. 
We repeat that we have only intended to make a purely commercial 
transaction, and cannot account for the reasons which havo caused 
its seizure. 

We beg you to insist with the ambassador that this coin bo returned 
to us immediately, for not only docs any delay in its transmission 
seriously injure our interests, hut further exposes us to tho dangers 
inherent to the state of war and the complications which may arise 
therefrom.

A day or two afterward Mr. Dunham and Mr. Bevret called on me 
again and said they had the refusal for a certain number of days of 
a lot of Enfield rifles which wore in bond, ns I understood tliom 
which they would sell to tho Government, and they asked mo to (olo- 
graph to you in regard to thorn, which I did.

order respecting special provost-marsiials and defining tukir 

DUTIES. 

First. There shall be a Prevost-Marshal-Gonoi’al of tho War Depart, 
ment, whoso headquarters will bo at Washington, and who will have 
the immediate supervision, control, and management of tho corps. 

Second. There will be appoiutod in oach .Slate one or more special 
provost-marshals, ns necessity may require, who will report to and 
receive instructions and orders from tho Pro vos t -M ars h al - G o no rul ol 
the War Department. 

Third. It will be tho duty of tho special provost-marshals to arrest 
all deserters, whetlior regulars, volunteers, or militia, and send them 
to the nearest military commander or military post, where they can 
be cared for and sent to their respective regimonts; to arrest, upon 
the warrant of the judge-advocate, all disloyal persons subject to 
arrest under the orders of the War Department; to inquire into and 
report treasonable practices, seize stolon or oinbozzlod property of tho 
Government, detect spies of tho enemy, and perform such other duties 
as may be enjoined upon them by tho War Department; and report 
all their proceedings promptly to the Provost-Marsliul-Gonoral. 

Fourth. To enable special provost-marshals to discharge their dutioa 
efficiently, they are authorized to call on any available military force 
within their respective districts, or olse to omploy tho assistance of 
citizens, constables, sheriffs, or police officers, so far as may ho noo- 
essary, under such regulations as may bo proscribed by the Provost- 
Marshal-General of tho War Department, with tho approval of the 
Secretary of War. 

Fifth. Necessary expenses incurred in this sorvico will bo paid on 
duplicate bills certified by the special provost-marshals, stating the 
time and nature of the service, after examination and approval bv 
the Pro vosb-Marsii al-General . 

Sixth. The compensation of spocial provost-marshals will bo 

dollars per month, and actual traveling oxponsos and postage will bo 
refunded on bills certified under oath and approvod by tho Provost-

ARMS AND OTHER PUBLIC PROPERTY — HOW RECEIVED, ACCOUNTED 

IfOli, AND RETURNED. 


70. All arms, clothing, camp equipage, and other public property 
will bo issued on requisitions made by the colonels of regiments, duly 
approved, and a rogister will ho kept at regimental headquarters of 
all property so received, from whom received, and to whom (in the 
regiment) reissued, And all officers of the Army who inako such 
issues will make report thereof at the timo, or in season for the ensu- 
ing muster for payment or discharge, to the inspector-general or 
commanding general where the regiment may be serving, to be verified 
by tlio invoices and register oP property received at regimental head- 
quarters, to the end that mustering officers, for periodical payments 
or discliargo, may cause the necessary stoppages to be made on the 
muster-rolls. Tlioso stoppages will include all arms aud equipments 
furnished to commissioned officers for their personal use. 

71. Arms, equipments, camp equipage, &c, , which are furnished for 
pub! io use during the term or campaign, must bo redelivered before 
the muster for discharge, and receipts therefor shown or accounted 
for by the decision of a board of survey, legally convened, as having 
boon worn out in service, or lost, while in public use, by unavoidable 
accident, without any fault or negligence by him who had the prop- 
erly in charge, All deficiencies will be charged to tho individual who 
had tho property in uso. Captains and other officers are responsible 
for the public property, such as arms, equipments, camp equipage, 

issued to and in uso by thoir men, to see that the articles are well 
preserved and returned or accounted for as above mentioned, 

72. Therefore, preparatory to the muster for discharge, the officers 
who have had public property in their charge will make returns (in 
tabular form) of arms and equipments; of quartermaster s stores; ol 
commissary supplies; oC medical supplies and surgical instruments; 
of clothing (each department separate), showing the amoxint or quan- 
tity received— to bo verified by the register at regimental headquar- 
ters — -to be accounted for either by issues or roceipts from officers; 
issues of clothing to the men and charged on tho muster-rolls; 
expended or worn out, or lost by unavoidable accident, and m wiiat 
manner ; and remaining on hand then, to bo delivered. These returns 
must be authenticated before the mustering officer, by oath, ancl any 
deficiency of property not satisfactorily accounted for will be charged 
to the officer on tlie muster-rolls. 

73. What is said of captain or company will apply to colonel ox 
other officer having a muster-roll to make in relation to men and

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Off MUSTERING A REGIMENT OR OTHER FORCE INTO SERVICE. 

82. Ail offioor wlio is appointed to make a muster of any force into 
the sorvieo of tho United States, on arriving at the place designated 
in his instructions, will, if tho name of the commander and captains 
bo not givon in his order, ascertain from tho proper authority who the 
commanders of tho Togimont and companies are to be. This informa- 
tion is generally obtained from the Executive of the State. And he 
must bo satisfied that tho whole number of companies for the desig- 
nated command are presold, or on their way tliero, with organization 
completo, unless otherwise directed, before ho commences the muster. 

ORGANIZATIONS. 

83. Tho following is tho organization of regiments and companies 
of tho volunteer army of tho United States : 

1. Regiment of infantry (leu companies), — One colonel, i lieutenant- 
colonel, 1 major, .1 adjutant (an extra lieutenant), 1 quartermaster 
(an extra lieutenant), 1 surgeon, 2 assistant surgeons, 1 chaplain, 1 
sergeant-major, 1 rogimontal quartermaster-sergeant, 1 regimental 
commissary-sorgeant, 1 hospital steward. 

Company of infantry . — Ono captain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 second 
lieutonant, 1 first sergeant, 4 sergeants, 8 corporals, 2 musicians, 1 
wagoner, and <1J privates (minimum), 82 privates (maximum). 

2. Regiment of cavalry (twelve companies or broops). — One colonel, 

1 lieutenant-colonel, 3 majors, 1 surgeon, 1 assistant surgeon, 1 regi- 
mental adjutant (au extra lieutonant), 1 regimental quartorinastor (an 
extra lieutonant), 1 regimental commissary (an extra lieutenant), 1 
chaplain, 1 sergeant-major, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, 1 commissary- 
sergeant, 2 hospital stewards, 1 saddler-sergeant, 1 chief farrier or 
blacksmith. 

Company or troop of cavalry. — Ono captain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 
Hoooncl lioiilenanl, 1 first sorgeant, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, 1 com- 
missary-sergeant, 5 sergeants, 8 corporals, 2 teamsters, 2 farriers or 
blacksmiths, 1 saddlor, 1 wagonor, and 78 privates. 

There boing no bands now allowod, tho chief trumpeter authorized 
by law will not bo mustered into sorvice. If any have boon so 
mu stored they will, upon recoipt of this order, ho mustered out. 

The law does not authorize musicians for companies. To remedy 
Phis clefoct two musicians may bo ©nlistod for each company. They 
wilL bo rated and paid as privates. 

3 . Regimentof artillery (twel/ve batteries). — Onocoloiiel, 1 lieutenant- 
colonel, 3 major for ovory four batteries, 1 adjutant (not an extra 
lieutonant), 3 quartorinastor (not an extra lieutenant), L chaplain, 1 
sergeant-major, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, 1 commissary-sergeant, 1 
hospital steward. 

Battery of artillery,— One captain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 second lieuten- 
ant, 1 first sergeant, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, 4 sergeants, 8 corporals, 

2 musicians, 2 artificers, 1 wagoner, and 122 privates. 

To the above organization of a battery ono first and one second 
lieutenant, two sergeants, and four corporals may be added, at the

Tlio 
Eighty-ninth was filled by assigning ono company from Ono hundred 
and twenty-sixth, leaving five companies. These five companies 
wore consolidated with tlvo companies of Ono hundred and fwoiify- 
oighth (Colonel Richmond), and the regiment thus consolidated will 
ho known as Ono hundred and twenty-sixth. Tlio One hundred and 
thirtieth has boon filled by assigning tho remaining two companies 
from Colonol Riolnnontl’s regiment (Ono hundred and twonty-oighth), 
ho having had boforo consolidation sqven companies. ThoOno hun- 
dred and eighteenth has been filled by assigning ono company from 
One hundred and thirty-second (Colonol McKeaig). Colonol Hund- 
ley’s rogimont lias been filled by assigning one company from 
McKeaig’s (One hundred and thirty-second). Tlio Ono hundred and 
thirty-first lias boon filled by assigning two companies from Ono hun- 
dred and thirty-second (Colonol McKeaig), leaving tlireo companies 
of Ono hundred and thivty-socond, which throe companies liavo been 
consolidated witli seven companies of Ono hundred and twentieth 
(Colonol Hardy), McKoaig to he colonol and Tfardy lioutonant- 
colonol, and tlio consolidated regiment known ’ns Ono hundred and 
twentieth. Colonol Hundley's regiment will bo known as tho One 
hundred and twenty-eighth, that number having been vacated l>y con- 
solidation of Ono hundred and twonty-sixlli and Ono hundred and 
twonty-oighth, as boforo slalod. These various transforms and con- 
solidations will vacato Nos. 132 and 133, making sixty now regiments.

All you havo hitherto written concerning particular consolidations 
has boon duly notod; but as Govornor Yates lias considered it his 
province, and best qualified to order such consolidations whoa and 
wlioro he doomed most propor, I have not oeeupiod your time with 
discussing questions growing out of plans for consolidation. All con- 
solidations are now mado that can or will bo made, and I am confi- 
dent have boon mado with tho best interests of tlio service in view; 
and I havo no doubt whatever that the policy of Govornor Yalos in 
organizing our rogimonts will meet tho unqualified approval of tlio 
War Department. 

In relation to tlio movement of troops now ip this State, I am 
diroolod by Govornor Yates to say that ho and myself are iu constant 
correspondence with the Secretary of War and Generals Wright and 
Tuttle and Curtis, and marching orders are issued or withheld by 
Govornor Yates, in pursuanoo of tho powers conferred upon him.

Sir : I havo tho honor to report that I am organizing tho First South 
Carolina Volunteers as rapidly as possible. I think you will he dis- 
appointed with regard io tho number of recruits I shall bo able to 
obtain. I labor under many disadvantages in this matter. Tu tho 
first i>laco, tho sphoro of our operations is vory limited. Tho Quarter- 
master’s Department has a large number of able-bodied mon in its 
employ; also tho Engineer Department. All the officers’ servants are 
negroes, and numbers of otiiors drive a flourishing business as fislior- 
mon, workmou on steam-boats and for pri' vato traders. Largo numbers 
are also omployocl in tho Navy Department as sailors, servants, pilots, 
&c, I beliovo it is your intention that all these demands should bo 
suppliod before enlisting into tho XT. S. service. When tho colored 
regiment was first organized by Gronernl Hunt or no provision was 
mado for its payment, and tlio mon woro discharged after several 
months’ service, receiving nothing for it. Tn tho meantime their fam- 
ilies suffered. Those who did not onlisf in tho First Roglmont wore 
receiving wages all this time. Accustomed as tlioso people aro to hav- 
ing their rights disregarded, this failure to pay thorn for their service 
has weakened their confidence in our promises for tlio future and 
makes them slow to enlist. If I could bo authorized to give thorn a 
small bounty as an evidence that tlioy wore really to bo paid for their 
services, they would all readily enlist. Until tho arrival of re-onforcc- 
ments shall onable General Mitcliol to extend his lines to Charleston, 
I shall hardly be able to fill more than one roglmont. I find loss 
opposition to this movoiAent than I expected. Tlio majority in this 
department arc satisfiod of its wisdom and propriety. I Have a groat 
many applications from all grades of officers and soldiors sorvhig 
hero for positions in this regiment, 1 havo no cloubt but they wifi 
mako good soldiors. I regret to inform you that Gonoral Mitoliel 
with two members of liis ^staff are very ill with malarious fever, and

Dear Sir : Tho efforts mado by tho Government for tho care, com- 
fort, and protection of tho volunteers and others employed in tho 
military servieo are very much misunderstood and very much misrep- 
resented. Occupied with duty which loaves mo no timo for contro- 
versy, I liavo not attempted to roply to tho mistaken observations in 
disparagement of the ambulance sorvico. As you liavo inclosed to 
mo, however, an article over your own signature, I put down hastily 
some observations on its subjoet. I havo no doubt of tho onLire sin- 
cerity with which you havo written, and of tho honest dosiro to advance 
tho public interest which animates you and many others, members of 
benevolent associations or professions, in tho statements which, ema- 
nating from thorn, are printed in tho daily papers, Somo of them, 
however, do groat injustice to the Quartermaster’s Department. N one 
of the writers appear to havo the least conception of tho gigantic pro- 
vision made by the Government for the care of tho wounded and sick — 
a provision which I am satisfied 1ms been approached by no other 
Government on earth, I have not timo to writo a dissertation on the 
subject, but I will notice a few of tlio points mado in the communica- 
tion to tlio Boston Medical and Surgical Journal of tlio 9th October, 
1802, which has boon sent to mo on a largo slip apparently printed for 
distribution and intended to effect a change which may bo for tho 
bettor or may be for the worse. 

The Quartermaster’s Department lias an immonso work to carry 
on. There seems to be a desire in somo quarters to make the Medical 
Department self-sustaining and independent of all aid or assistance 
from tho quartermaster's, and indeed from all other departments, 
This is a mistake. In all military organisations thoro must bo a head 
which can control all. The surgeons must be subject to tho orders of , 
this head. One department is charged with providing food, The 
surgeons must draw their food from the commissary. One depart- 
ment is charged with tho supply of arms. Tho surgeons have littlo 
need of these. Ono is charged with providing tents, clothing, wa^Olis, 
ambulances, horses, mules, forage for feodfr ■ Hu m- minuiT-. .Vveri 
for taking caro of Ihoin, and ofiicors to manage 'it '.viiusw '.!■ inJkiL..;

lied, and or those who got drunk, the public, even tlm seienUtlo prana, 
Ims not ceased to ring Um olmngeM oven to this day, What Is neeum* 
plialmd goes for nothing. Kvory Mile of suffering la told as though It 
weixi from neglect of duty on Mm part of the Government that any 
su (To ring exists In the course of the war* When war can bo carried 
on without suffering and without expense It will cease to bo war. 

You refer to the extraordinary statements of Doctor tJoolldgo, inocll* 
cal director* as to Mm nonduet of Home of those drivers getting drunk, 
Au, Nothing Is Halil of Mm fact Iliad they brought thousands of 
woimded Handy olT Um field. Tlm public i-uum huoIi mi hi Sea 1 ions 
and thin ks that all ambulance driven* gel uiun.<, aim Miai. Micro la 
nothing clone for the wouudod. The groat icaum, um I undcrataml 
tho mm % for the long suffering on the Mnnassns balMr Imld Is l-md 
the enemy drove aur army from them and captured Mm groaior nail- 
of our tuubiUaiicujH with which that army was well supplied. I Hoy 
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of TSuropo nave tlioir own ambulances and store wagons, you quote 
from Major Delafield, and say Jefferson Davis knows thorn, tVilh 
tho report of Major Dolafield before him, Jefferson Davis, wlion Sec- 
retary of AVar, assembled a board, not of qimvterm asters, but of 
medical officers, to devise and determine a model for ambulances aiul 
transport carts for tho medical service. This board consisted of five 
members. Tliroo of tlio members presented models. All these were 
adopted by tho board and by tlio Secretary of Wav, and tlio Quarter- 
master’s Department was ordered to conform to these models. Many 
hundreds wore constructed and issued to the army. They aro tho 
two-wlioolod vehicles which aro now tho subject of ridieulo, and the 
heavy four-horse ambulance which stows away tlio wounded men in 
colls, aftor the model of a honeycomb. Most of theso, from faults 
of design, not of construction or material — for they were maclo by the 
first makers of the country, under tho same careful restriction and 
inspection as tho army baggage wagons, of whose workmanship and 
material tlioro is no complaint — have broken down and boon aban- 
doned. They aro condemned by their inventory, who aro still in tho 
medical corps, and the Quartermaster’* Popartmcut is now, with 
approval of tho Surgeon-General, supplying In groat numbers a light 
four-wheeled ambulance drawn by two horses, which is approved by 
the medical officers and by the army. Dor transport of medical 
stores, besides the extraordinary supplies sout after a battlo, tho 
orclors now in forco allow ono six-imile four-wheeled baggage wagon 
to ovory full regimental train in tho Army. IC they are not filled 
with medical stores it is not tho fault of tho quartermaster, A great 
mistalco was maclo when the bands were abolished. Those bands 
wove of value to tlio soldier in camp, in bivouac, on the march, and 
tlioy gavo a trained, enlisted, disciplined, officered body of men to 
each rogimont, whoso duty during and after an action ib was to take 
care of tlio wou'ndod — a true ambulance corps, regularly enlisted and 
capable also of doing something olso when not ongaged with tlio 
wounded, Ifrom a mistakon notion of economy they wore disbanded, 
and now comes up a cry for a special ambulance corps to bo enlisted, 
officered, and pah I to do nothing olso but attend to tlio wounded. 
•This will cost more than tho unfortunately discarded bands. And 
was tlioir ability to make music an objection? Would they bo loss 
ofiioiojit in action that they had, wlion not needed to carry stretchers 
and bear off the wounded, regaled tlioir comrades with sweet sounds? 
And when tho tug of doubtful battlo comes, will tlioso mon, this now 
ambulanco corps, ho permitted to remain in the rear attending to Dio 
wounded while tlio army is being beaten in the front? Should not 
ovory able-bodied man, for tho few hours of desperate conflict which 
vary tlio months of inaction, bo compelled to do his host to beat back 
the enemy, and thus to make it possible, after the conflict is ovor, to 
carry succor, food, and medicine to tho unfortunates who, if wo are 
clrivon from tho field, fall into tlio hands of traitors, to recoivo such 
treatment as was given them before tho quartermaster’s extra ambu- 
lances reached tlio field of Manassas? 

Tlioro liavo boon purchased and issued to tho Armysinco tho rebel- 
lion broke out more than 3,500 ambulances. Did any nation over 
make such provision for its soldiers ? The oxpondituros of tlio Qu&r- 
tennastor’s Department for building hospitals can bo counted only 
in millions. Tlioro are several hastily constructed hospitals, which 
have cost from $L00,G00 to $200,000 each, and many more are now 
being erected. Tlioro havo been issued to tlio army in 1 tho past

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The troops arc now, Imt of a bettor class of men tlian those of 
earlier lovios, and tho men arc earnest for the expedition. Briga- 
dier- Goneral Corcoran’s brigade was ordered yesterday, in obedience 
to instructions from tho Secretary of War, to move at onco to Fortress 
Monroe as a part of my force. Transportation and supplies were 
furnished for an immediate execution of this order. General Corco- 
ran’s command now consists of about 2,500 men. Tho regiments from 
Maine are armed, with exception of the Twenty- Eighth, with tho 
smooth-bore musket of imperfect construction. These should be 
exchanged as soon as possible* Tho Twenty-eighth Regiment is 
armed with Lho rifle. The regiments from New York are all without 
arms. Six thousand or 8,000 rifle muskets should be forwarded at 
once. Transports in part have been chartered by Commodore Van- 
derbilt. Thore seems to be some conflict of orders in regard to trans- 
ports which will operate to the injury of the Government, and I fear 
to the delay of my movements. The quartermaster at New York is 
instructed to charter vessels for tlio transport of troops to Hilton Head 
or some other point on the coast. These conflicting orders embarrass 
both parties and will cause an overcharge of rates, and a possible 
and otherwise unnecessary delay. I hope this difficulty may be 
reconciled.

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relation to the house of Puig Brothers, Spanish traders, of this city, 
I beg leave to submit the following: 

My police ancl detective officers received information from the most 
reliable sources that the house of Puig Brothers had been and still was 
carrying on tho nefarious traffic of supplying the rebels with arms and 
munitions of war from Havana, and for that purpose one of the part- 
ners was a resident of Havana, to ship tho contraband articles, which 
the otlior received and distributed here. Acting upon this informa- 
tion, a seizure of the effects of the house was ordered, together with 
their books and papers, for the purpose of obtaining at tho same time 
evidonee of the facts and socurity for tho appearance of the parties, 
one of whom had absconded at the moment. The books and papers 
show tho most conclusive evidence of the criminal complicity of the 
house in breaking the neutrality laws in every possible form. The 
resident partner here liad just taken refuge on board tho Spanish 
vessel of war Blasco do Garay, and upon inquiry for him thore his 
presence was denied. I bog leave, in this connection, to call tho 
attention of the War Deimrtment, and ask that tho attention of the 
Secretary of State, and through him the Spanish minister, may be 
informed of the fact that a Spanish man-of-war lying in this harbor is 
made the fraudulent asylum of criminals, ijroteeting them from justice 
and trial. How far such conduct can bo justified by the comity of 
nations I have a very decided opinion, and certainly, unless otherwise 
authoritatively advised by tho War Beparfmeut, upon the repetition 
of such conduct T shall order and enforce the absonce of the offending 
vessel from the harbor. 

Boing made aware of theso facts, and of the place of refuge of the 
criminal, as will appear by tho affidavits of tho Messrs. Oabeyas and 
Cayya (copios whereof are hereto annexed), t did not choose to pur- 
sue tho investigation of the oaso of an absconding criminal in his 
absence, when ho was putting mo at doftaneo on board of a man-of- 
war of a friendly power, 

Therefore, when tho Spanish consul mado application for an expla- 
nation of the causes of tho soizure of the house of Puig Brothers, as 
soon as I was ready to go on with tho trial I replied that “I would 
eontinuo tho investigation if ho would bring Mr. Puig before me.” 
This I did bocause I was assured that tho Spanish consul knew of and 
connived at the place of concoalment of Puig, and I did not wish to 
involvo myself with the Spanish authorities in attempting to take 
Puig from his ifface of concealment on board of tlio man-of-war by 
force, but ralhor, if he thought himself innocent, that he should come 
forward. I believed that if Puig desired in good faith to have an 
investigation which would establish liis innoeonce that he would 
come forward, and I did not beliove that it would be decent to my own 
yjolf-rospoel to try the question of Puig’s guilt with the Spanish 
authorities by correspondence while they concealed the criminal, so 
that, if found guilty, he would be beyond my reach. I observe that 
Mr. Tassara makes it a matter of complaint that my notes to the Span- 
ish consul were “by the hand of one of my adjutants.’’ I am not

Tlm omission on Mm part of Congress should bn 
supplied; a surgeon and two assistant surgeons should be millmrbmd 
for each regiment of cavalry and each regiment. oT heavy artillery, 
mid an assistant surgeon to each light Imllery. 

Under t he (lrst section of the net of Juno HO, IttM, assistant sur- 
geons of the Regular Army must have served live years before being 
eligible to promotion as surgeon, On llm 1st of November, there 
were but six assistant surgeons In tlm Army who hud mowed live 
years, TlmefTectof f IiIm law will be to prevent Mio tilling of vacancies 
which may occur In the grade of surgeon, and 1 therefore recommend 
that ho much of said section as requires assistant* surgeons to servo 
live years ns such before being ollglnle to surgeoncies lie repealed. 

The mini liar of medical owlets is altogether too small for the neces- 
sities of the service. I Mieroforo rocumimmd that authority bo given 
to appoint as many as may bo required in accord anuo with the existing 
law cm tho subjeot.

Utblo advantage to the sick and wotiudod, Moreover, iargOHiima, have 
lumn saved by the aaoumulutlou of atorea before the reaaub advance 
In prices took place.

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without any military experience, who found themselves at once in 
the face of the enemy, and involved in all the complications of the 
organization, instruction, equipment, and maneuvering' in actual Avar, 
of a corps whoso duties ayoto untried and novel, and in the manage- 
ment of Avliich they could have for guidance neither the advice of 
skillful officers nor rules laid doAvn in books. 

Tho armies avovo immense and jioav. They Avero sometimes coneon- 
trn.lod and sometimes scattered. Tho changes of command and of 
organization wore frequent. Signal parties Avcre put upon duty, or 
reliovod from duty, and the members returned to tho lino, at the will 
of various generals, some times by proper authority, sometimes by 
authority ignorantly assumed. Telescopes and signal equipments 
Avero turned in, by order, to quartermasters and to officers not respon- 
sible to this office. They cannot now ho traced. 

The parlies bocamo so reduced and so situated that it seemed as 
if they must be ineffective. They have been saved from boing so by 
tho exertions of tho £oav officers loft upon the duty and hy tho Avis- 
dom of some of tho senior generals. 

Tho order of tho Secretary of War (No. G8) issued Juno 18, 1862, 1,1 
produced hero, as in the Eastern departments, good ollccts. 

Tho recently threatened rebel attacks upon tho river Ioaviis, which 
caused tho services of signal officers to ho anxiously sought for, and 
a subsequent order of tho General-in-Ohiof of tho Army in roferonco 
to tho organization of signal parties in the Department of tho West, 
liaAUA placed tho service in theso departments in an improved position. 
It can bo rendered there as offootivo as in tho East. 

The reports slimv that with all the obstacles tho dotaohmonts of 
the Signal Corps in theso departments avovo represented hy officers 
Avho did some little service at I, lie battle of Shiloh; that to tho labors 
of Homo of its members is greatly duo tho success of tho perfectly 
combined operations of the land and naval forcos at tho fort at Saint 
Charles, White Rivor; that a party sorvod with tho forces under 
General Morgan, recently hemmed in at Cumberland Gap, in a man- 
ner to meet tho approbation of that general; Avhilo at tho late battle 
at Chaplin Hills, near Perry villo, Ky., tho officers of tho corps Avitli 
Gonoral 0. O. Gilbert and General Rousseau, secured tho commenda- 
tion of those officors. 

TIIW DUTIES OE SIGNAL. OEEIOERS. 

Tho duties of signal officers have been those of reconnaissance and 
of communication. 

The reconnaissances have had tho advantage of boing, in part, tel- 
escopic. It is the duty of signal officers to scloct those points from 
Avhlch tho forco and movements of tho enemy can be best soon and 
there to bo always on tho Avatoh. They are oquippod Avith poAverful 
glasses. 

They have boon instructed to report by courier, avIiou tho report 
could not bo hotter made, overy fact of value Avitliin tlioir observa- 
tion. 

Tho communication, simply, has been Avhon commanders have 
wished to dispatch, by signals, between islands; or over water or 
impassablo country; botAvoen distant points on shore; or betwoon 
land and naA'ftl forcos oo-opornting; or betwoon tho vessels of a fleol. 
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II, would not l)o natural that there should he no adverse reports. 
These, however, would not ho so apt to reach this offico. They would 
seem to have originated thoso of which there is information, either 
because tlioro wero not opportunities for the service of the partioB, 
because they wore not properly under the control of the officer com- 
manding, wore not properly equipped, or becauso the officers did not 
know how to use them. 

When it is considered that thoso officers, whoso duties are of a char- 
acter which requires some scientific education and some actual military 
experience, have been taken by detail from forces hastily collected, 
and, with no experience* have been put in the hold after brief instruc- 
tion; some of them when there was not a dollar appropriated for 
tliciv equipments, others so situated that thoir first practice in the 
open air was when engaging the enemy — when it is considered that, 
thus unprepared, they have gone into battles and through long cam- 
paigns under commanding o Ulcers who knew at first nothing of this 
particular duty, and whoso minds were burdened with the management 
of groat and now armies, it will bo admitted, T think, that in such 
success as they have acliiovod they have done fully ilioir share of 
duty and havo rendered their proportion of sorvico, 

INSTRUCTION TN SIGNALS AT NAVAL ANT) MILITARY ACADEMIES. 

The vsuccessful action of the navy at Port Royal Perry, where, for 
tlio first time in battle, their co-operation with the army was assured 
by signals, together with the employment of this communication sub- 
sequently by signal officers o f the Army, stationed on yessols in various 
expeditions, caused the attention of the Navy Department to bo given 
to the subject. 

On February JO, 1802, a lottor was addressed to tho Socrofrary of 
War by tlie Secretary of tho Navy stating that “it is tho wish of 
this Department (Navy) that tho system of signals now in use in the 
Army of tho United States be adopted in tho Navy, and that instruc- 
tions in thoir uso bo made a part of tho regular course of instructions 
for tho senior class of acting midshipmen at the U. S. Naval Academy. ” 

It was further requested that “the signal oJTicer of tho Army bo 
authorized to make, in conjunction with officers of tho Navy, such 
arrangements as may bo necessary for tills purpose.” 

In compliance with this request Lieut. S. B, Luce, IF, S, Navy, one 
of tho instructors of tho Naval Academy detailed for this duty, was 
instructed in a few brief lessons. 

I am not informod to what extent tho instruction has been earned 
at tlio Naval Academy. 

I renew hero my recommendation of last year, that tho study of field 
signals and of improved modes of telegraphing bo made a part of the 
regular course of instruction at tho Military Academy at West Point, 

This procedure would tend to rapidly diffuse the knowledge and the 
use of signals throughout tho sorvico. 

I am of tho opinion that at tho commonoomont of such a course at 
either tho Naval or Military Acadomy there will be needed for a 
timo tho services of a thoroughly practiced signal officer, who can 
clovoto his attention to this branch of instruction. I recommend that 
such officer be detailed from tho Signal Corps of tho Army, 

EXPERIMENTS WITH SIGNALS AND SIGNAL APPARATUS. 

A number of plans for improvement in signals and signal apparatus 
have been during the last year submitted at this office. If has been 
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Tho incomplete (.ruin wan used by Urn Minimi Corps with satisfactory 
l'OMul Is in Mm campaign upon tho peninsula, in Virginia. Tho pur- 
chase of Miff'd (.mins of impvnved eonstviiellon, oach heaving two 
iiisLv uimmts mnl live miles of insulated wire, was, in consequence, 
Off loved by Mm general commanding. Tlmxo trains am now in llio 
hold, aeoompimying Mm march of Mm Army of Mio Potomac. 

Tim d idiculty attending Mm uho of electric telegraph with armies on 
prolonged marches and on battle-llclda has been that tlicy required 
nkilied operators, and Mm electric batteries were difficult of trauspor- 
talion. TIioho (.rains urn equipped with inatrumenta which work with- 
out batteries, anil can he used after one day’s practice by almost any 
soldier who can easily read and write, Such instruments wore before 
unknown. The call for trains of tins description led, through the 
agency of Mr. 11. .f, lingers, to tlmlr Invention by Mr. G. W. Bonrdsloo, 
of Now York. 

The organization recommended for each train 1ms boon one com- 
missioned officer, four sergeants as operators, find twelve men. Tho 
cost of each train lias been &},/HH), This cost may be reduced. 
Tho use of such trains, or of Mm Instruments, when placed in llio 
hands of soldiers, and with proper military organization, promises 
advantage to the Army. I rooomatoml its furtlmr development. I 
recommend, also, that an appropriation of $1)0,001) bo asked for this 
purpose. 

■I’lIM NJOKl) ON AN OUUANIV.ATION ON ’HIM NKINAL COUPS. 

Tim officers of Mm acting signal corps sorve under peculiar hard- 
ships. There is no rest for Mmin from Mm first movement of an army 
until 11; returns again to permanent quarters. Their ordors necessi- 
tate llioir walolifulnoHs day and night. 

Scattered widely over extents of country on lonely stations; hurried 
singly or by twos from point to point miles distant; kept near the 
enemy on Urn advance (bat they may watch his motions; kept near 
hint on tho retreat that limy may report bis advaneo; stationed beyond 
picket-linos; sent out with hcouIh and skirmishers to reeonnoiLor; 
placed with batteries to report tlmlr shots; obliged to hold their Sta- 
tions under lire in battle on penalty of disgrace; exposed by day and 
night, in heat and cold and rain; serving on homobaok and on foot; on 
ship and on shore; at mastheads; In trees; on mountain lops — thoy 
soo all the hardships of war wltii few of its pleasures, A day of suc- 
cessful battle', which brings some rest to others, is to thorn (but for 
llio, on that day, perhaps, greater personal oxposuro) only an opisodo 
in tlm labors which precede and follow it. 

Tho officers who have been on this duty have boon, In gonoral, 
laborious, zealous, and faithful. Their deeds in a year’s sorvico 
speak for them. Thoy wore ordered on Mils duly for a time. It has 
boon found expedient to keep them permanently upon it. Their 
places are not (supplied in their regiments. Thoy are not pormitied 
to loavo Mm signal sorvico. Yet for all those young soldiers, gallant 
as some have shown fhomsolves, there is no logally dofluod position, 
and no chance of 'legitimate and deserved promotion. It is a right of 
tho offioors aud men, kept in the corps, and a right of the regiments 
to which they belong, that they should bo given a corps organization. 
Tho Interests of tho United States require it. 

Tho details of an act Cor this purpose with tho reasons hi full are 
too lengthy to bo submitted in this paper. Thoy will bo laid boforo 
tho Department.

That (doth 
was smuggled across to Ihnwnsville and delivered to (Captain iShnrkoy, 
qiiurlerniasler, and the agent of Iho ( 'on federal e (fovernmcul, The 
original invoice and Ida receipt are hereto annexed, marked K and F. 

Between the l-ilh of April ami the iilth of April, the day the Heel 
passed the forts, Mr. 4), It. I), |)e Bow, produce loan agent «f the 
Confederate Stales, made application to I lio Bank ol New Orleans for 
a loan of 8 )i»d in coin, without interest, as will appear by I he com* 
niunleaiion herein annexed, marked (!. This proposition was acceded 
to by the bank upon a pledge mwle by Payne, Huntington & <?o M the 
junior partner of which firm was the president of the bunk, of cotton 
to bo delivered on the plantations in Louisiana and Mississippi. The 
contract is herein annexed, marked I). 

This transaction was not entered into in good faith, as Is confessed 
by the testimony of (hearting president, Mr. Davis, taken from Ids 
own lips in short -hand, a copy of which is hereto annexed, marked 0, 
Hut (ho Iransuelion was u contrivance by which (ho specie might be 
got out of tlm bunk. Specie to lids amount was placed hit ho hands 
of the French consul, with his full knowledge of the Intent of Iho 
transaction, and a receipt was given by him to hold it in trust for the 
Bank of Now Orleans. At the same time a pretended sale of the 
remainder of the specie in bank, amounting to ftlO(),0()0 for sterling, 
was made by the bank, and that sum was also placed hi the hands of 
the French consul. These two sums, amounting to StHOOjHH), made 
substantially Iho whole specie capital of the bank. This isshnwn toy 
the confession of the only director of Iho bank who lias not run away 
Into the Confederacy, Mix Harrell. A copy of Ids statement Is hereto 
annexed, marked K. 

Matters stood in this condition at Iho time the city of Now Orleans 
was taken possession of by us. Upon my assurance lo Mm hanks that 
if they would return their specie they should bo protected, the pro- 
tended sale for sterling exchange was rescinded and Die French consul 
sent back the money, and the bunk received into lls vaults $100,1)00. 

In regard lo the $ I O^JMK), the French consul, fount Mojan, became 
uneasy and moved upon the bank to take up Ids receipt given to the 
Bank of Now Orleans, and gave a new receipt running dtveolly to 
Oaufchorln & t Jo, 

At this point of time I ordered all tlm specie In (he hands of the 
French consul to be sequestered r »ud held until affairs could be Inves- 
tigated. Keverdy Johnson, commissioner of the State Department, 
came down here, and without investigation, ami without knowing 
anything of the transactions, and without even inquiring of nm about 
them, made such representations to the Department of Btate that t

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The hospital touts provided during tho year would cover, at six t 
a tout, as many as in practice are put into thorn — 133,108 men. 

The French soldier uses only the shelter tent. Whenover oncampe 
for any length of time he is required to construct imts of small stakes* 
wattled with brush or straw and thatched. The walls for winter us 
are plastered with clay mortar. 

Hue'll an cucampmonl can ho constructed by the troops in eight clays 
and will last, with occasional repairs, for eight years, The attorn j: 
is being made to introduce this practice among our soldiors, whe 
from their skill in the uso of the ax and the abundaneo of suitabl 
timber, can construct huts with great facility. 

HueU camps arc drier, bettor ventilated, and more healthy than tonl 
during inclement weather. 

The tent is so quickly cooled, if oxiencd at all, that it is koi)t clos 
and ill ventilated; and the troops in tents during last winter suffers 
severely from typhoid and similar fevers, which would have bee: 
much less prevalent had they been hutted. 

Tenrporary barracks and stables have boon constructed of lumbe 
in almost all the loyal States for the assembling and organizing of th 
volunteers and militia. No pormanont barracks luvvo been bail 
during tho year. 

PORTABLE MILLS, 

When General banc projoeted an expedition through the countr, 
west of tho Missouri State line ho called for a supply of portablo mill 
for grinding corn. Two hundred were provided and sent to Foi 
Leavenworth. Tlio expedition was abandoned and fifty of thos 
mills have been sent to tho Army of tho Frontier in Houthwostev. 
Missouri, Tho remaining lot) are on their way to G-onoral Hose cram 
army in Teunossee. 

It is very desirable to introduce into tlio army a portablo mil! cap* 
ble of grinding wheat into good hour. Willi these in a largo part c 
our country the troops, ilnding supplies of wheat in tho stack or 1 
tlio granaries, could in'oparo their own Hour, and thus tlio great difli 
culty of providing bread would ho ovoreomo. TJio transportation o 
hard bread requires a largo train, whoso animals consumo tho forag 
which could otherwise ho used by tlio artillery and cavalry horse* 
and thus movements are Impodod and operations retarded or pr< 
vented altogether, 

No portable mills havo boon lhado in this country suitable fc 
grinding wheat dour; but it is staled by French authorities that sue 
mills, weighing not over twenty-live x>ouiids, producing, by tho labc 
of a single man, twenty or thirty pounds of good wheat flour pc 
hour, were in uso among tho peasantry of Franco in 1812 and 1811 
In tho “ Bulletin do la Hocicto dTSueouragomont” of Paris for 181 
and 18 L3 aro drawings of those mills, of which Napoleon caused 50u 
to bo constructed in 1812 for tho Russian campaign, and with which, 
under Marshal Marmont, tho army in Portugal supplied itself with 
Hour and bread for six mouths during tho campaign of 1812, 

Four hours suffice a French soldier to construct an oven by excava- 
tion in tho earth or with tho materials from a cotlago wall, in which 
bread is bakod in two hours after its completion. Thus at every 
biVouao flour is prepared and bread bakocb 

Beef cattle, driven with tho army, would supply tho bnlv oilier 
essential i>art of tho ration, and for a campaign of a fow weeks little 
else would bo needed.

Thoso have been 
uniformly referred to the War Department, hut on account of tlio 
pressure of other important public business this subjoot lias been 
necessarily deferred.

In conclusion, T beg leave to say that my whole course since I ontored 
u lion the dalles of (his ollleo, kindly tendered to mo by you, has boon 
governed by the sense of duty to country, overpowering all other con- 
HirtomfclonHj which since the first traitorous assault upon our flag has 
impelled me in devote my time, energies, and otTorts to the public 
service without regard to personal interests. If t have anything to 
vogrot, it is only Mint it lias not been in my power to rondor more

the balanco, 1,900, are either sick or failed to respond, of which I 
expect to get about one-half. I desiro that all the camps of rendezvous . 
save Cleveland, Chase, and Dennison, be discontinued, and that all 
the provost-marshals, except Weatherly, Noble, and Wilstach, l>o 
discharged.

Secretary of War: 

All the organized drafted men have loft this Stato. I saw the last 
regiment leave Chambersburg yesterday, and this regiment, I think, 
will prove to be the most efficient. It is commanded by Colonel 
McKibbin, an officer of the Regular Army, who has already distin- 
guished himself. He is a fine soldier, untiring in his efforts, and I 
would like to see his regiment placed in the Held. The two companies 
for Coekeysville are hero, being armed and equipped, and will be 
placed in position on Monday morning. General Wool desires a regi- 
ment for provost duty; this can soon be organized from the drafted 
men now coming in. All the drafted men will bo sent to Camp Curti u 
•for organization, except those arriving at Philadelphia to bo organized 
there for the regiment desired by General Wool. I havo eallod for 
reports, to show the number of drafted men made available. This 
accomplished, I might close iny duties here. To colloct the balance 
of the drafted men the appointment of provost-marshal will bo nec- 
essary, and with a provost guard many stragglers can bo arrosted and 
sent to their regiments.
